It fs known that the president 
has supreme confidence in the judgment 
of Genera] Wood and has for some time 
considered that {t would be the part of 
‘wisdom to put him in control of the en- 
tire island, but the regular army influence 
and jealousies shave stood in the way. 
Now, however, that the army force there 
is to be reduced. it is expected that there 
will be such changes as will result in an 
opportunity for Genera] Wood's good 
common sense to bring benefit to the en- 
tire island, as it has in the Santiago end. 

General Wood's many Atlanta friends 
and admirers will rejoice at his promo- 
tion so richly deserved. 

Genera] Wood had an interview with 
Secretary Root at the war department to- 
day and at its conclusion said that he ex- 
pected to return to Santiago in a few 


| days, but that it was possible he might

days in this city. As major general of 
volunteers, General Wood will at once 
be the second ranking officer in Cuba, his 
single military superior being Major Gen- 
eral Brooke, commanding the division, 
who is a major general in the regular 
establishment.

URNED AT STAKE 


Richard Coleman Pays Penalty 
of an Awful Crime, 


MURDERED MRS, LASHBROOK 


After Deed Coolly Informed Her Hus- 
band of Her Death, 


COLEMAN TORTURED IN FLAMES 


His Pleadings for Sudden Death Fell 
on Ears That Knew No Pity 
for His Sufferings—Au- 
thorities Take Action 
Promptly. 


Maysville, Ky., December 6.—Richard 
Coleman, confessed murderer of Mrs. 
James Lashbrook, wife of his employer, 
expiated his crime in daylight today at 
the hands of a mob consisting of thou- 
sands of citizens by being burned at 
the stake after suffering torture beyond 
description. 

The burning occurred on the peaceful 
cricket grounds on the outskirts of town. 
The barbarities inflicted upon the negPo 
by. eltizens of one of the most highly 
civilized cities of the state are almost 
beyond belief and can only be accounted 
for by the intense horror created by long 
consideration of the atrocious crime of 
which full confession had been made by 
Coleman. 

Two months ago Richard Coleman -was 
installed servant and was 
trusted implicitly by both Mr. Lash- 
brook and his wife. On the day of the 
murder Mr. Lashbrook was at work some 
distance away from the house. Coleman 
was left in charge of the house. Mrs. 
Lashbreok had driven to Maysville and 
returned, when Coleman asked her to 
enter tthe cabin to look at some work 
at which he had been engaged. 

Details of the Murder. 

The negro locked the door on the in- 
side. Mrs. Lashbrook became frightened 
and screamed. Coleman struck her on 
the head, knocking her down, but not 
stopping her cries. He then seized a ra- 
zor and cut her throat. He picked up the 
bleeding body and placed it on the bed. 
He then left the room, but returning,

The Morning Session. 


Long before the regular hour for con- 
vening the senate chamber was comfort- 
ably filled with senaturs and their friends, 
and when President Dodson’s gavel fell 
calling the body to order nearly 
chair was occupied.

President Dodson then announced that 
the special order for the day was the 
Willingham bill and stated that the chair 
would rigidly enforce the senate rules 
regarding applause and unnecessary noise 
during the debate. He instructed the 
dvoorkeeper to allow no one on 
except those entitled to the privilege, and 
the secretary Was then requested to read 
the measure up for consideration. 

Senator Terrell then offered the fol- 
lowing amendment: 

Ameni by adding after section 8 the follow- 
ing section to be known as section 9: 

Section 9. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesail, That the provisions of this 
act shall not go into effect until the same shall 
ved by a majority of the quali- 
voters of fGeorgia at an election to be 
by the governor, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. The election *ontemplated in this sec- 
tion (9° shall be separate and distinct from 
all other elections and those favoring this act 
shall have written or printed on their ticks: 
‘Against the sale and manufacture,”’ and those 
©} posed to this act shall have written or print- 
ed on their tickets: ‘“‘For the sale and man- 
ufecture.’’ The governor shall call sald elec- 
tion in not less than two, or more than four 
months from the date of his approval of ‘his 
act, and shall give at least thirty days’ notice 
of said election by publishing in one newspa- 
per in each congressional district, said election 
to be governed by and’ held under the laws now 
of force in this state as to the election of mem- 
bers of the general assembly. The retarns cf 
said election shall be certified to the secretary 
of state and within ten days after said elec- 
ticn. The secretary of state and governor 
shall consolidate said vote cast, and the gov- 
ernor shall immediately issue his proclamation 
declaring the result of sail election. 

Amend further by making section 9, which 
is the repealing section, secticen 10. 

Senator West immediately made objec- 
tion and said the amendment was not 
germain to the bill. Senator McGehee, 
leader for the bill, stated that accorcing 
to an agreement between certain senators 
cf both sides, it had been decided that all 
amendments should go over until after 
the discussion cn the main question had 
ende:l. 

Sena‘or Davis then rose and began his 
argument against the amendment, and 
for the bill. He said that there had been 
a disposition on the part of.the house 
to shirk a responsibility and put .t upon 
the senate. The senator stated that there 
were many of the memters in the house 
who had voted for the bill on the suppo- 
siticn that it would be killed in the up- 
per house. 

He wanted to know what agreement 
hed been made regarding the disposition 
of amendments, and by whom, and Sen- 
ator Brannen replied that it had been 
mutually agreed that all amendments 
should be sent to the secretary's desk, to 
be taken up after the main discussion, 
in the crder in which they were sent in.

Wingfield Speaks Eloquently. 

Senator Wingfield, of the twenty-eighth, 
against the bill, after being recognized, 
said that before entering upon the discus- 
sion he wished to reply briefly to one 
of the assertions of Senator Dickerson, 
and stated that the great men from Maine 
referred to by the senator from the fifth, 
were merely the outgrowth of, republican 
Supremacy. He then spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President—The question now be- 
fore the senate brings us face to face with 


a great responsibility and an exceedingly | 


déiicate problem—one in which the peace 
and prosperity of our state js directly 
involved and on which the great pre- 
gress in the cause of temperance ,which 
has been made in the last. fifteen or twen- 
ty years in Georgia, must in a large meas- 
ute depend. Hence, consequences, the 


most far-reaching and important, will at-_ 
tend whatever we do and we should there-| 
this | 


fore approach the consideration of 
subject, and the discharge of our hgh 
and important duties stripped of all pas- 
sion and prejudice in a spirit of absolute 
fairness and; candor, after a most careful 
study and investigation that we may be 
able to do what we conscientiously believe 
to be right and best for Georgia ‘though 
the. heavens fall.’ 

“We are today viewing the question form 
the practical standpoint of legislators and 
statesmen, and, therefore. let us deal with 
the subject stripped ef all prejudice, free 
from all maudlin sentiment and unwarp- 
ed by the fiery and ‘unyielding zeal of 
funaticism, for legislation is the coldest 


/and most practical of all things, the most

far reaching its effects. ‘The law 
speaks bul to command, and never com- 
mands except where it can compel.’ 
What, then, has all this history and ex- 
perience taught us? 1 say that it‘ taught 
us that ‘prohibition does not prohibit.’ 
doubtless be answered on the 
other side, neither do the larws against 
murder and larceny prevent these crimes. 
This argument is hardly even plausible, 
the distinction is so clear. The first 
point of difference is ‘that murder and 
larceny are wrong in themselves, have 
always been wrong at all times and in 
all places on earth, and hence no posi- 
tive law. however solemn and broad, can 
anything to the moral turpitude of 
anv of such acts. 

“The sale of whisky, on the other hand, 
is only wrong because the law says it 
is wrong: because from the very nature 
of the case itthere cannot possibly be 
anything morally wrong in the act of 
buying or selling whisky, it matters not 
What eonsequerees in certain individual 
instances may follow’the sale. The sec- 
ond point of difference is that the laws 
against murder and larceny do not pre- 
tend to prohibit these offenses except in- 
directly. The bill under discussion, how- 
ever does aim at a total prohibition of 


| the sale of whisky, and hence at the very 


threshold of ‘this controversy, in order 
to determire the wisdom and efficiency 
of such a law, ‘the question suggested as 
very pertinent, namely, ‘Dees prohibi- 
tion prohibit?’ I say it does not prohibit, 
but brings about, and necessarily does 
so, a condition of things a hundred fold 
worse than where ‘the sale of whisky is 
regulated by license and is conducted un- 
der Strict police limitations and restric- 
tions, 

“lt am absolutely candid and sincere in 
this statement, and admit that if the 
only objection that could be urged to 
this bill was that it could not aboslutely 
prohibit, it might well be replied that 
no human law is perfect or can be made 
so, but as I have said, I shall proceed to 
show it brines about worse trouble and 
a worse state of affairs than the sale of 
whisky itself. It is a truism that history 
repeats itself and that human nature is 
always the same. Now what has the 
unbroken historv of our people shown on 
this subject? Clearly it has shown this 
fact prominent beyond all others. that 
strong drink, in one form or another, is 
always in existence and is being con- 
stantiv manufactured into existence and 
that people will have it at anv cost and 
in spite of all laws. Therefore, we have 
seen that’the only effect of such laws as 
the present, !s to drive the liquor traffic 
and liquor drinking into hiding. to en- 
courage the manufacture, sale and use 
very often of absolute poisons, to actually 
increase the use among many of such 
liquors and to remove all police regula- 
tion, restriction and control.”’ 

Senator Wingfield then said that he 
was heartily in favor of local option, 
because, he said, it allowed the people in 
each county to setittie the mattter for 
themselves, and after speaking at some 
length on this line, tntroduced statistics 
to show ‘that pauperism and insanity fol- 
lowed prohibition. 

The hour of adjournment having ar- 
rived the senator from the twenty-eighth 
was interrupted, but with the assurance 
that he would be permitted to resume 
his argument when the senate reconvened 
during the afternoon,

Senator King, of the forty-third, then 
addressed the chair and raised a ripple of 
applause by also addressing the ladies 
and gentlemen in the gallery.

Is that the princi- 
ple of democracy? I want to makea 
few remarks about my own district, 
which is composed of three dg countin:, 
with the jug train and the whisky drum- 
mer surrounding us. You give me the 
state of Georgia with the local option aét 
operating in all the counties and I'll show 
from whence come the criminals who oc- 
cupy the jails. 

“We haven't true local option on ac- 
count of the jug train, and we never will 
have it so long as such things exist. Con- 
sider the words of the late lamented 
Henry W. Grady, a man who wag promi- 
nentiy identified with this city. He pre- 
sents statistics and declares that never 
was the community so prosperous as dur- 
ing the operation of prohibition here. Tha 
senator who has just preceded me says 
that the preachers would do wel] to Keep 
out of the mire and pay more attention 
to their Bible. 

“I have talked with many of those who 
are opposed to the measure and some 
tell me they keep liquors on the side- 
board and table and claim they can ab- 
from drinking.

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COAL MEN MUST 
WEIGH WAGONS 


Ordinance Requires That They 
Be Weighed Once a Week, 


MAYOR ORDERS CASES MADE 


Says Almost Every Dealer In City Has 
Violated Ordinance, 


COAL DEALERS MET YESTERDAY 


Committee Appointed To Investigate 
Matter Will Report Today—It 
Is Said That Two Firms 
Will Be Mentioned 
in Report. 


Mayor Woodward yesterday morning 
detailed a member of the police depart- 
ment to work up cases against the coal 
dealers who violate the city ordinance 


| which requires that the dealers have their 


“smart”

wagons weighed by the city weighers at 
least one time every week. 

The mayor said yesterday that he had 
received one report from the officer and 
this was to the effect that cases had been 
made against almost every firm in town. 

But there will not only one case 
agairst each offending dealer, but one 
case for every wagon that dees not hold 
a current certificate of weight signed by 
the city weighers. The indications are 
that ‘the cases will be innumerable, and 
the recorder will have his hands full 
when the work of the special officer is 
completed, 

The facts developed by the ordinance 
introduced at the last meeting of coun- 
cit to prevent coal dealers from using 
duplicate certificates caused the mayor 
to take an investigative turn of mind, and 
this brought ‘to light an ordinance which 
he had introduced some time ago. This 
ordinance provides that every coal dealer 
doing business in the city shall have 
every wagon in his use weighed on ‘the 
citv scales at least once every week and 
receive a centificate of the weight. In addi- 
tion it requires that the wagons shall be 
weighed once each week at tthe yards 
and once every day during rainy 
and muddy weather. 

The officer who is making ‘the cases tel- 
ephoned to the mayor yesterday and 
stated that he had found only a few 
wagons whose drivers held current cer- 
tificates. The mayor instructed him to 
rake a case against every wagon. 

A prominent dealer, in speaking of 
the action the mavyor had taken to 
prosecute ‘those who had violated the or- 
dinarnce requiring weekly weighing. stated 
that the dealers had ‘two or three wagons 
weighed weekly, but tthe others were not 
weighed by the city weighers because it 
was not necessary for them to pass over 
the seales, 
ons used for hauling coal to persons who 
demanded that the coal be publicly 
weighed were weighed by the public 
weigher. He expressed the belief that 
every dealer in ‘the city would have to 
appear in police court under the enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 

Mayor Woodward said the was deter- 
mined that ‘this ordinance should not be 
violated and ‘the officer was sent out yes- 
terday morning. with instructions’ to 
make a case against every wagon found 
without a current certificaigte. 


Coal Dealers Meet. 


The coal dealers held a meetine yes- 
terday morning to take action on. the 
matter of the use of duplicate weighers’ 
certificates, which had been the sensation 
before council Monday afternoon. 

A committee was appointed to investi- 
gate the charges and to report back just 
what dealers were guilty and the result 
of, the investigation. 

While none of the commi'titeemen would 
talk, it is clearly and generally under- 
stood. that the charges against the firm 
brought to the attention of council were 
confirmed and that another firm was 
found to have been guilty of the same 
practice. 

It is understcod that the names will 
be made public at a meeting to be held 
today, though it is said that some mem- 
bers of the committee will feel a hesitan- 
cv in signing their names to a report 
which makes such serious charges against 
brother dealers. It is thought for this 
reason tha'tt there will be some objection 
to making the matter publie. 

It is said that one of the dealers stated 
that if his name was published he would 
make a staltement for publicattion that 
would involve at least one other : firm. 
From this it would appear that the meet- 
ing today will be very lively. 

It has been suggested to Mayor Wood- 
ward that cases be made against the 
dealers who are said to have used dupli- 
cate certificates, but it does not seem 
likely that anv steps will be taken at 
present. The matter will be more fully 
investigated before anything, of this na- 
tvre is done.

Ina 
great many instances decay has made 
considerable progress, but it is not too 
late to arrest the process by placing 
the documents in print and commit- 
ting them to the custody of the art 
preservative.

To go no farther, there is 
a library in a small town of Wisconsin 
which is able to furnish all the ma- 
terials for a voluminous history of 
Georgia from the earliest times down 
to the present day.

Editor Constitution -I beg to remind you of 
the importance of urging .the preservation of 
Georgia’s revolutionary records.

As a preliminary step in this 
Cirection, a committee on the preservation of 
revolutionary recoris, appointed at the con- 
ference of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, held in Atlanta .n May last, issued @ 
circular to the cferks and oriinaries of these 
old counties to the following effect: ‘“‘It was 
resolved that the daughters give their aid and 
influence toward the better preservation of rev- 


-oluticnary records in the state of Georgia. The 


records in the older counties contain invaluable 
history and too much indifference is felt in 
the matter of guarding them against the rav- 
ages of time and decay—thereby robbing Geor- 
gia of her birthright in the glory of helping to 
found our great nation. We, the committee, 
therefore app2al] to you, the custodians of these 
proofs of our valor and patriotism, and through 
you to your respective grand juries, to appro- 
priate a small sum annually for the purpose of 
having such of the re2ords as are falling into 
decay copied into new books.’’ 

While this circular may serve to a.ouse some 
interest, :t will not do to let a maiter so nearly 
affecting :he dignity and history of our great 
state be left to the slow and uncertain action 
of grand juries and county officers. These of- 
ficials are, alas! too often both ignorant and 
indifferent as to the value of the important 
histcric documents entrusted to their care in 
their county archives. On the contrary, this 
work is worthy not only of the Daughters of 
the Revolution but of the Sons also, and of 
every legislator and lover of this noble com- 
monwealth, some of these rare and valuable 
papers can bs found among the treasures of the 
Georgia Hist»rical Society of Savannah, rapid- 
ly becoming illegible. This grand society, 
which has been for years the custodian of these 
rriceless historical documents, is without the 
means with whith to publish them, and the 
state should discharge its heavy debt of obll- 
gaticn to the society by furnishing the money 
to print these unpublished documents. I hope 
that you and your associate, Mr. Joel Chandler 
Harris, whose ‘‘Stories of Georgia’’ have been 
such a mine of information and delight, will 
plead this cause with all your eloquence. The 
time is short, the odds are against us, but The 
Constitution can accomplish wonders in mold- 
ing public opinion, and I invoke its power in 
bebalf of this patriotic cause.

Members of the present general assembly 
who were there in 1895 will remember the per- 
sistent fight I reade, with the assistance of 
Hion. W. S. Humphries, member from Brooks 
county, in the pushing to final passage at the 
close of the session many bills made necessary 
from informaticn obtained while acting as 
state commissioner, to assess the value of and 
determine the physical condition of the entire 
property of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
preparatory to turning the same over to the 
present lessees. 

One can only be convinced of the great im- 
portance and nature of this splendid property 
thriugh such experience. It was then I saw 
the coming great necessity for improved ter- 
minal facilities at Atlanta, and -<ne of the 
mest Important of the bills referred to being 
the one since fully complied with, to exchange 
the use of Wall street to the city in exchange 
for the. strip of land extending from White- 
hall to Lovd street south of the present union 
depot. This, in my judgment, would furnish 
ample space for the construction of a terminal 
station adequate to the demands for the next 
iifty years, 

Upon the presumption that no coming legis- 
lature will ever consnt ‘to the sale of the 
road, or aestroy its advantages by chartering 
ccn petitive lines, generations to come will 
reap the benefits of the income of this great 
system; hence, legislators shculd seriously con- 
sider anything that can be Jone to render it 
more valuable. 

Much has been said atout the cost and where 
it shall come from. With a small supplement 
to the sum obtained from the sale of the North- 
eastern railroad a coimmodious station can be 
built covering the space now owned, having all 
the comforts and cunveniences of the most 
modern structures of this day. We have the 
tucilities at home for this building superior to 
any that can be imported, which will figure 
largely in its eccromy. 

Il am confident that the same amount of 
money cannot be expended to better advantage 
and under a proper contract with parties us- 
ing the same it will pay a better rate of in- 
terest than any Other part of the road and will 
for all time to come fix the terminus where It 
now is and where it shculd remain. 

In proof of the value of this property, let the 
state offer to individuals a fifty-year lease, free 
{from taxation, and a clause agreeing to pay an 
assessed value at the expiration of the lease, 
Millions of dollars will be offered to construct 
it, with all the necessary appendages of via: 
ducts, etc. 

I am told that our present general assembly 
are men of advanced ideas and up to the times; 
if so, let them lay aside all sectional prejudice 
and make this great and almost perfect prop- 
erty second to none in the south by building 
and owning the union depot.

“I was born in India of parents who 
had come trom the Bermuda islanas, 
My father ana brothers, 4s well as my- 
seif, were employees of the government 
and drew comtortable salaries. 1 way 
educated in England, and after I had 
compieted a coliegiate course, I returned 
to india to accepl a government position 
at a salary of 30,0U per year. 

“In india there are 300,000,000 people, 
,0uU,000 of whom are Moihammedans, ‘rhe 
remaining are tiindoos, who worship an 
innumerabdly quantlily of gods, with 
Christ added to the number by a few. 
These peopie believe the soul leaves God 
and through ‘interminable years passes 
through animals and persons unul it 
again reaches God. Some call it the 
belief of transmigration, but they believe 
it, and believe it implicitly. Such was 
the country |] entered when very young.

I remember 
once of sitting under a tree surrounded 
by a large crowd when a Hindoo teacher 
came up and a peculiar dialect spoke 
some words which he afterwards trans- 
lated as follows: ‘It you sin with your 
feet, you should take a pilgrimage to 
clear these sins; if by your hands you 
Should give to collection; and if by 
your lips you should repeat the name of 
God,’ But I told him his religion did not 
count when a man sinned,by heart, and 
in a discussion made a great talk for the 
cause of Christ. 

“Il went to the city of pen. sapere where 
I had once been an official, and though 
not recognized was treated nobly. I was 
invited to the golden temple, which is 
the sacred temple, and there I spent 
eome time, even holding services in the 
temple, a thing few Christians hawe 
ever done, for should one attempt it, 
usually he would be killed. But I was

(The bill proposes to 
submit the question to the people whether the 
legislature shall have the power to exempt 
from taxation ‘‘parsonages and all the property 
of colleges.’’ Churches and college buildings 
are now exempt. Parsonages and endowments 
are public property devoted absolutely and 
exclusively to the advancement of religion 
and the promotion of moral and _ iIntellec- 
tual improvement of the soul 
a man, woman or child, living or dead, or 
that will ever live or die, that has heretofore 
or will hereafter secure any private or pecu- 
niary gain from the passage of this bill. 

These institutions have been built and sup- 
ported by good men, women and children of 
the state, most of them poor, to redeem, re- 
generate and purify a humanity, over which 
the trail of the serpent has left the slime of 
sin. They have carried the light of learning 
and life around the world. Their alumni have 
adorned legislative halls, senate chambers, su- 
preme benches, cabinet counsels and foreign 
courts. 

Our constitution locks the treasury against 
the hand that was pierced and pours out its 
benefactions with profusion to the secular 
institutions of the state. Why should we tax

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PART IV. GEORGIA AS A COM- 
MONWEALTH. 
CHAPTER XV. 

Congress of Seceded States Meets at 
Montgomery. Jefferson Davis and 
Alexander Stephens Chosen President 
and Vice President. Secretary Seward 
Ignores Commission from Seceded 
States. Fort Sumter. Other States 
Join Confederate Sisterhood. Powder 
Mills at Augusta. 


In the congress of seceded gtates, which 
assembled at Montgomery on the 4th 
of February, 1861, the commonwealths 
of Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Louisana, and Mississippi were 
represented while Texas had adopt- 
ed an ordinance on the “(first of 
that month, formally disassociating 
herself from the union, her 
delegates did not arrive in time to par- 
ticipate in the opening scenes of the 
memorable conclave. When a permanent 
organization was perfected, Hon, Howell 
Cobb had the distinction to be selected 
as its president; the accomplished John- 
son J, Hooper, of Alabama, being sum- 
moned to the position of secretary. A 
temporary government was soon formed, 
and on the sth, a provisional confederate 
constitution was adopted. The sequent 
day witnessed the elevation of Hon. Jef- 
ferson Davis and Alex H. Stephens to the 
most exalted stations within the gift 
of the infant nation. In this connection, 
it should be mentioned that Robert 
Toombs and Howell Cobb had both been 
seriously discussed for presidential hon- 
ors. Divisions, however, occurring among 
the respective delegations, as a conse- 
quence, neither of their names was pre- 
sented; the unanimous choice being fix- 
ed on Mr, Davis. Nine days later, the 
eventful inauguration supervened, and 
immediately upon his installation, Pres- 
ident Davis complimented Mr. Toombs 
with the state portfolio in his provision- 
al cabinet. With this appointment that 
brilliant and restless Georgian did not 
long remain content; before many months 
exchanging his secretaryship for active 
service in the field. Obedient to a reso- 
lution of the confederate congress, one 
of the earliest cares of Mr. Davis had 
| reference to a nomination of a commis- 
Sion specially empowered to negotiate 
| friendly relations with the United States 
| Of America; and, ‘‘for the settlement of 
all questions of disagreement between 
the two governments, upon principles of 
right, justice, -equity, and good faith.” 
That commission was to consist of three 
Persons; and those who were honored 
with hig confidenca in, this regard were 
John Forsyth, of Atabhma, ex-Governor 
A. B. Roman, of Louisana, and Martin 
J. Crawford, of Georgia, the leading spirit 
of the important diplomatic enterprise. 
The result of their venture is wel] known. 
Soon after their arrival in Washington 
city, a joint communication was address- 
ed by Messrs. Crawford and Forsyth to 
Mr. Seward, the then secretary of state, 
requesting an early audience so that 
they might enter upon the performance 
| of their delegated duties. To this let- 
ter, which unmistakably emphasized the 
| peaceful intents of their visit, no reply 
| Whatever was vouchsafed until four 
| weeks from the date of its receipt. They 
| were then given to ufhderstand that Mr. 
| Seward absolutely ‘declined to hold any 
official intercourse with them. This was 
on thé 8th of April, 1861; and, thereupon, 
the commissioners, enraged at the treat- 
'ment to which they had been subjected, 
addressed a defiant response to the fed- 
eral dignitary. In it they averred that 
his refusal to entertain their overtures, 
as well as the concurrent action of his 
| government, could only be construed as 
|a@ declaration of war against the confed- 
| erate states. And while accepting the 
| gage of battle thus thrown down to the 
south, they intimated that their people 
would “defend their liberties to the last 
against this flagrant and open attempt 
| at their subjugation to sectional power.”’

| Georgia now represented an undivided 

front. Anti-disunion bickerings were 

stopped; and from the mountains to the 

sea one uninterrupted paean of enthusi- 
| astic devotion for the patriotic cause 
| swept the gamut of the commonwealth. 
| And side by side with those loyal ex- 
| pressions, the all-pervading war fever 
was in continuous evidence, and young 
'and old fell willing victims to this ir- 
| resistible contagion. In proof of the un- 
| faltering character of the martial co- 

operation then offered, We record the as- 

tounding fact that the state contributed 
' not less than 120,000 of her song for the 
‘consecrated defense of the principles 
'which she so truly espoused. And when 

we remember that her total white pop- 

ulation at that time aggregated only 
| 600,000 souls, we cannot but marvel at 

the unprecedented spectacle which she 
|e*hibited at this most critical period 
| of her history. A review of Georgia's 
| military organizations in that era, when, 
| thou sorely smitten, she was ever 
| hopeful of eventual success, may not be 
| deemed improfitable. Of infantry 
| were sixty-nine regiments, twelve battal- 
‘fons, and five legions. The cavalry con- 
| tingent consisted of twelve battalions; 

while there were nine artillery battal- 
| fons. There were, besides, ninety-four 
| independent companies of all arms of the 
service,—whereto must be added the five 
| re giments and six battalions of infantry, 
| which constituted the Georgia reserves. 
| Supplemental to these organizations, 
| which were all provided with their be- 
| coming complements, we must take into 
| consideration the large number of old 
men and boys brought into the fleld 
| when the commonwealth was subjected 
to invasion. With all these authentic 
matters submitted for our examination, 
the abova domprehensive estimate of 
Georgia troops engaged is, in our opinion, 
reasonably accounted for. 

On the lith of March, 1861, the perma- 
nent constitution of the confederacy was 
adopted. It is interesting to note in this 
connection that Mr. Toombs and Thomas 
R. R. Cobb were ‘the leading spirits of the 
committee to which the drafting of that 
important instrument was assigned. Vice 
President Stephens was likewise identified 
with the authorship of that famous doc- 
ument which “will ever remain, not only 
as a monument of the wisdom, forecast, 
and statemanship of the men who con- 
stituted it. but an everlasting refu'ttation 
of the charges which have been brought 
against them.”’ Four days before the 
adjourned gession of the Georgia seces- 
sion convention was duly convoked at 


Savannah. The pre-eminent labor to 
s 


which that conclave then directed its en- 
lightened attention was the formulation 
of the constitution for the common- 
wealth. That responsible task was soon 
satisfactorily performed, butt while the 
ratification of the instrument was sol- 
emnized on the 23d of the same month, 
its formal promulgation by the governor 
did not occur until the 20th of the se- 
quent August. Coincidently with its 
adoption, an ordinance was approved, au- 
thorizing the organization of the state 
into ten congressional districts, and witn 
those final acts the great assemblage 
concluded its valuable existence. 

Ait this point, we will digress slightly, 
and will furnish a brief account of the 
famous confederate powder mills at Au- 
gusta. When the war between the states 
supervened, Captain George W. Rains, a 
retired army officer, was a resident of 
Newburgh, N. Y., being president of the 
Washington iron works, in ‘that city. At 
once repairing to Richmond, which was 
then the defiant metropolis of the em- 
battled southland, he Made personal ten- 
der of his services to President Davis. 
Thereupon. that dignitary, fully appre- 
ciating the former's ‘thorough scientific 
training, and his peculiar fitness for ithe 
purposes of the confederate government, 
promptly commissioned, him with the rank 
of colonel of ordnance, and assigned him 
to the most gigantic and responsible of 
tasks, viz: ‘that involving the manufacture 
of gunpowder. The south was sorely de 
ficient in this indispensable military 
commodity, as, that time, she had no 
mill of her own on which she could de- 
pend for its production, and for the rea- 
son that the amount of powder, hastily 
accumulated from various sources, was 
hardly adequate, even for a brief cam- 
paign. As carte blanche was given, 
and all the details were left to Colonel 
Rains’s superior judgment, he forthwith 
entered upon the execution of his her- 
culean undertaking with the well direct- 
ed ardor of a consecrated and enlighten- 
ed patriot. The first matter which pre- 
sented itself was the selection of a guit- 
able location for the proposed powder 
mill piant. A decision, however, was 
soon reached, and Augusta, because of 
her many exceptional advantages, had the 
bonor to be chosen. This was in July, 
1861, and, two months thereafter, hav- 
ing disposed of all preliminaries, Colonel 
Rains was prepared to commence with 
the erection of the memorable buildings. 
The tract on which tthose structures were 
to stand was of considerable extent, and 
lay along the Savannah river, in a par- 
allel line. for a distance of several miles. 
The refinery building, which was nearest 
the city. had a frontage of 250 feet on the 
canal and a depth of 275 feet. Here the 
first step in the manufacture of gun 
powder was taken—that of refining and 
pulverizing the component ingredients. 
An idea of the dimensions of this build- 
ing may be obtained from the fact that 
ait one end was a saltpeter and sulphur 
warehouse with a capacity of 1,500 tons. 
Atthe other extremity of the edifice was 
the charcoal department, while its central 
portion was occupied by the refinery, 
which was unsurpassed in its appoint- 
ments. In close proximity to this build- 
ing was the great.chimney—the sole tang- 
ible survivor of that monumental enter- 
prise, with the interior of which all the 
smoke flues of the entire structure di- 
rectly communicated. Alluding to that 
chimney, which fronts on the Sibley mills, 
and has a baSe of twenty feet square and

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adjournment of the morning session by 

Mr. Bower, of Decatur, extending the 
privileges of the floor of the house to ex- 
Governor Bob Taylor, of Tennessee. The 
resolution is as follows: 

Whereas, there is present in the capital city 
of our state a great and dlstinguished son 
of Tennessee who has by the probity of his 
life, the goodness of his heart and the learn- 
ing and erudition of his mind endeared him- 
self to the people of the south tin particular, 
and the whole country in general; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the privileges of the floor 
of the house of representatives be extended to 
this statesman, orator and patriot, ex-Govern- 
or Bob Taylor. 


State Road To Be Inspected. 


A special committee appointed from the 
railroad committee of the house to in- 
spect and report upon the physical condli- 
tion of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
was announced yesterday morning. The 
special committee is made up of Messrs, 
Bower, Mayson, Morris, Dews, McLaugh- 
lin, Hosch, Emanuel and Adamson. The 
committee will be accompanied on the 
trip by Hon. E. Brown, special at- 
torney of the road, and Superintendent 
McCullough, of the Western and Atlan- 
tic. The party. will leave the city tomor- 
row morning at 8 o'clock, going to Chat- 
tanooga, ‘where a special coach will be 
taken for the trip home. The inspection 
will be made by the committee on the 
way back to Atlanta. 

Afternoon Session of House. 


When the house was called to order 
vesterday afternoon Dr. Carlton, of 
Clarke, made the motion that the joint 
resolution calling on the members of the 
general] assembly to attend the next an- 
nual commencement of the university of 
the state be taken from the table and 
placed on its passage. Dr. Carlton stated 
that he would accept the amendment 
offered to his resolution providing that 
the expenses of the trip should be paid 
by the members themselves, so that 
treasury of the state would not be called 
on for any money whatever. 

The acceptance of the amendment with- 
drew the last objection to the resolution 
held by any member of the house and as 
amended the _ resolution passed unani- 
mouly. 

Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, at this point 
moved that the house take up the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Jordan, of Jasper, 
appropriating the sum of $3,100 for the 
per diem and expenses of the tax commis- 
sion and place the same off its passage.
